Yugoslav protection* which would n guarantee the territorial integrity of 
Albania ^ show real friendship for its people* and protect the country from 
such Western-sponsored organizations as the Committee for Free Albania* 
which are beset by intrigue and whose policies tend toward separatism*** 

4* Elections were then held by secret ballot and Fahri Reoishti was elected 
president of the political sub-committ ee* Mark UJkal

Hwas elected president of the economic sub-committee* along with 
wo assistants* 

5* The following objectives were established for the political sub-committees 

a* Organize into one group all Albanian refugees in Yugoslavia who desire 
to collaborate in the straggle against the Cominfor&ists in Albania* 

b* Select trusted men for missions into Albania to contact resistance 
groups and coordinate their activities with those of the political 
committors in Yugoslavia, 

e* Work in collaboration with the TOB of Titograd and hold one meeting 
each month with a BBB Colonel (unidentified) in Cetinje a 
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d. Send into Alb ania , with the help of the Yugoslavs t snail arras, hand 
grenades, machine guns, explosives and munitions to be stockpiled 
with trustworthy Individuals until time for use. 

e. Bring into Albania propaganda material for distribution. 

f. Attempt to defect important military and political figures In the 
Albanian Government and assist in their escape to Yugoslavia. 

6. The objectives established for the ©canonic sub-committee are* 

a. Give material and medical assistance to neuly-arrived refugees from 
Albania. 

b. Assist the refugees to find work in Yugoslavia according to their 
abilities.

the Politico-Economic Committee 

was formed by tho Yugoslavs to give them more control over the activities 
of Albanian refugees in Yugoslavia, particularly those engaged in organis- 
ing raids into Albania on their own or with the help of minor OPB officers 
«ho do n ot coordinate their activities with superior officers, 

the Yugoslavs have had considerable difficulty with 
team discipline, especially of those teams sent into Albania wit* propaganda 
material. Although Instructed to accomplish their missions without coming 
into contact with Albanian border guards if possible, the teams reportedly 
often go out of their way xo xocuc xor xne guards ana engage xnem in small 
arms encounters, some of which last for several hours.
